T IS with great pleasure that I submit 
to you a list of my latest produc- 
tions of Sweet Peas. They are the 
best ever introduced, bemg the 
cream of the many I have origi- 
nated during thirty-five years of 
steady, struggling work. 


These Winter-flowering Orchid 
Sweet Peas have taken the public by storm wher- 
ever seen, but the greatest honors were received 
during the National Flower Show in New York, 
where they captured the Gold Medal, the Missouri 
Botanic Garden’s Silver Medal and the New York 
Horticultural Society’s Silver Medal, besides many 
certificates of merit, in two exhibits only. 


All the Sweet Pea varieties exhibited during: 
that flower show were originated by me, excepting 
one vase of late-flowermg and two vases of Sun- 
beam, or Canary Bird. The season for Winter- 
flowering Sweet Peas was too late for the show, 
and the Sweet Peas exhibited were, consequently, 
not of the best. If the show had been held in 
February instead of April, the flowers would have 
had 20-inch stems with four to five and even six 
flowers to the stem, and of the size of a small 
Orchid. 

A year ago I| sent out about 2,000 small packets 
of Sweet Pea Seed of the Winter Orchid type. 
This year, customers who tried them side by side 
with the common Winter-flowering types, declare 
that mine are the kind they want. ‘These Sweet 
Peas will outclass not only the existmg Sweet 
Peas, but even Carnations and Roses will be 
pushed aside in some instances, as they have the 
substance, color and stem. They can be as 
easily raised as the older Winter varieties, and 
bloom just as freely and early, but they are twice

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as Jarge and come mostly with four to five and 
even six flowers to a stem, if well grown. They do 
just as well outdoors and can be sown at almost any 
time. They bloom in 60 to go days, so they will 
outclass even the Summer-flowering Spencer Sweet 
Peas, being, in some instances, of larger size. 


Notice —When I introduce some new Winter- 
flowering varieties, they are offered, a few years 
after, by different people but under other names. 
Last year I introduced the Whinter-flowering 
Orchid and Unwin Sweet Peas in mixture. You 
will see the varieties which this mixture contained 
have already been shown by different people as 
their own. ‘There was not one single variety which 
might have been slightly different from my own. 
Be on the watch, so that the varieties which you 
are buying now may not, in the future, come mto 
your possession under other names as novelties. 


For mstance, I give you some names of my 
original vaiteties which are now sold under other 
names but are practically the same: Zvolanek’s 
Christmas Red (for years discarded) 1s re-named 
Flamingo; Zvolanek’s Pmk Watchung, as _ re- 
selected Earliest of AII; Zvolanek’s White Wat- 
chung, as Snow Bird, Earliest White and Gould’s 
White; Zvolanek’s Mrs. F. J. Dolansky, as Angel- 
ine; Jack Hunter as Winter Stella Morse. These 
are only a few that have been re-named in the 
United States. There are many more coming 
every year from abroad which, after a good test, 
prove to be nothing but my own original varieties, 
usually long discarded. Up to this day I have not 
seen a Winter-flowering Sweet Pea, excepting 
Sunbeam, already re-named Canary Bird, which 
was not included in my mixture ten years ago.

The foregoing 12 varieties are perfect Winter 
bloomers, but they will flower just as any others 
outdoors, where the temperature is right; the last 
four double-flowering will stand more Summer 
heat than any late-flowering. AIl are vigorous, 
strong growers and must be planted not less than 
eight inches apart in the row. One oz. of seed 
is sufficient for a 200-ft. row.
